aggregated $20,853,725 81, being $10,000- 
94 less JJthan is recommended in the ac- 
companying bill for servio:a of the fiscal 
year 1891. The amount recommended ia 
the bill ia $762,92$ 95, less than the ag- 
gregated estimates submit. The whole 
number of salaries specfically provided for 
in the bill is 9,979, being 224 less than the 
number estimated for, and 141 more than 
the number provided for in the law for the 
current year. 
The bill provides for no 


new legislation. 
Changes in the number 


of grades of officers, or employes of the 
Government, and the-r rate of compensa- 
tion as compared with the current law, are 
recommended. In the House and Senate

The Marble IWorks. 


A correspondent of the San Francisco 


Bulletin writes the following concerning 
the new marble works at Verdi: 


As Inyo connty, topographically, is a part 


of Nevada, mining matters there interest 
Nevada people ns much as tbose w thin this 
State. All quartz, marble, boras, etc, 
found in the ventab'e treafiure-boz that 
California posiefaas in Injo, now han to 
enter Nevada bofoie it mny go beyond. A 
late strike is at Fish crnek in Iiiyo, only a 
few miles from Bishop, mar the Curtis 
ranch. A nnmler of men hove gone iherr.' 
The Inyo Marble Gompi.ny, composed, 
chiefly of San Francisco capitalists, baa 
just decided to put np a large plant for cut- 
ting and polishing Ht Verdi, ten miles west 
of Reno and 231 miles east of San Fran- 
cisco. This location has basu choscu be- 
cause of superior water power there found. 
A small steam mill has beeii operating at 
the quarries-near Keeler, but steam power 
cannot compete, economically, with water. 
A site on the Central Pacific lice has been 
purchased, and building} with approved 
mechanism are promised soon. The talk 
is that this Inyo marble is to go into the 
new Crocker building, to be put up on the 
Market and Post streets gore in San Fran- 
cisco.
